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NATURALIZATION CONVENTION BETWEEN THE UNITED STATES AND PERU. 1 

Signed at Lima, October 15, 1907 j Ratified by the President, March 9, 
1908; Proclaimed, September 2, 1909. 

The United States of America and the Eepublie of Peru, desiring to 
regulate the citizenship of those persons who emigrate from the United 
States of America to Peru, and from Peru to the United States of 
America, have resolved to conclude a convention on this subject and for 
that purpose have appointed their Plenipotentiaries that is to say : 

The President of the United States of America, Leslie Combs, Envoy 
Extraordinary and Minister Plenipotentiary of the United States at 
Lima; and 

The President of Peru Sefior Don Solon Polo, Minister for Foreign 
Eelations of Peru, who have agreed to and signed the following articles. 

Artice I. 
Citizens of the United States who may be or shall have been natural- 
ized in Peru upon their own application or by their own consent, will be 
considered by the United States as citizens of the Eepublie of Peru. 
Eeciprocally, Peruvians who may or shall have been naturalized in the 
United States upon their own application or with their consent, will be 
considered by the Eepublie of Peru as citizens of the United States. 

Article II. 

If a Peruvian, naturalized in the United States of America, renews 
his residence in Peru without intent to return to the United States, he 
may be held to have renounced his naturalization in the United States. 
Eeciprocally if a citizen of the United States naturalized in Peru renews 
his residence in the United States without intent to return to Peru, he 
may be presumed to have renounced his naturalization in Peru. 

The intent not to return may be held to exist when the person natural- 
ized in the one country resides more than two years in the other country, 
but this presumption may be destroyed by evidence to the contrary. 

Article III. 
It is mutually agreed that the definition of the word " citizen " as used 
in this convention shall be held to mean a person to whom nationality of 
the United States or of Peru attaches.

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Article IV. 
A recognized citizen of the one party returning to the territory of the 
other remains liable to trial and legal punishment for any action punish- 
able by the laws of his original country and committed before his emigra- 
tion; but not for the emigration itself, saving always the limitation estab- 
lished by the laws of his original country and any other remission of 
liability to punishment. 

Article V. 

The declaration of intention to become a citizen of the one or the other 
country has not for either party the effect of naturalization. 

Article VI. 

The present convention shall go into effect immediately on the ex- 
change of ratifications, and in the event of either party giving the other 
notice of its intention to terminate the convention it shall continue to be 
in effect one year more to count from the date of such notice. 

The present convention shall be submitted to the approval and ratifica- 
tion of the respective appropriate authorities of each of the contracting 
parties, and the ratifications shall be exchanged at Lima within twenty- 
four months of the date thereof. 

In witness whereof, the respective Plenipotentiaries have signed the 
above articles both in the English and Spanish languages, and have 
hereunto affixed their seals. 

Done in duplicate at the city of Lima this fifteenth day of October 
one thousand nine hundred and seven.
